| VETERAN FIREMAN OF CHICAGO 


'| Christian Goodwin Helped Fight Greet 


Conflagration of 1671 and “Was 
Later Hurt at Big Downtown Blaze. 


Christian Goodwin, a veteran Chicago fire- 
man, died on Tuesday at: his residence in 
Kansas City, Mo. He is well remembered by 
Christian Schimmais; Jahn P. Barrett; Ma- 
thias Brenner, and other members of the 
Chicago Veteran Firemen's association. 

” Chris” Goodwin, as he was familiarly 
called here, was born at Buffalo, N. Y., in 
1837. He served in the union army in the civil 
war and came to Chicago in 1864, when he 
joined the fire department, He helped fight 
the great Chicago fire of October, 1871, and 
later was severely Injured at a fire at State 
and South Water streets, where two firemen 
lost their lives. 

Goodwin resigned from the service here 
twelve yéars and moved to Kansas City, 
where he again served as fireman and was 
known as “Old Chicago.” He retired-from 
the Kansas City department several years 
before his death.
